H ow Canada provides for th«» wives 
ami children of her enlisted men i> do 
scribed In a report hy S. Herbert W olfe 
of New York, pr«*pnml nr the request 
of the secretary of labor and ju^t pub­ 
lished by the children's bureau of the 
United States department of labor. 
In presenting the report Mi s I,a- 
throp, chief of the ehihlren's bureau, 
says: 
"In till' fifty years since the « ivil 
w ar legislation uflV«ting the family 
and its economic status has shown 
marked 
growth. 
Mothers 
pension 
law s and minimum wage laws are rec­ 
ognized examples, and it is m knuw! 
edged that their result has not been to 
pauperize, but distinctly to improve 
the power of the fam ily to protect it­ 
self. 
In view of this tendcucy it is 
to be expo« ted that a system of com­ 
pensation for soldiers and sailors can 
be developed whereby the government 
w ill make possible for their children 
the home life and parental « are which 
are the common need of every child.” 
The report points out that in < anada 
two notable elements ban* been added 
to tin' government provision for sol-, 
diors and their families. 
First, fnsur- 
anee on the lives of soldiers is carried 
by various municipalities, and, second, \ 
the Dominion has undertaken as a part 
casion« «! 
of its m ilitary system tin* re education, 
in a suit a bio occupation, «»I the ilis 
able«I soldier, so that lie can assume 
agam, in whole or in part, tin 
his family. 


Assistance to All Dependents. 
The Canadian compensation fur the j 
soldier and his family includes not j 
only $53 of monthly pay for the private \ 
in active servlet», but a separation ab I 
lowauce to his dependents of $2«> a 
month from the Dominion government 
and further assistant e in six « i;«l eases 
from the Canadian patriotic fund 
For example, the wife of a private 
soldier with three children between th e 1 
ages of ten and fifteen may receive el-j 
tiier ij: 17» or .<20 from the ;«< LtieU pay j 
of her husband, 820 separation allow !
